He became a great lawy 
a cultured and loyal adviser of 
Charles II, who, he declared, 
knew more about’ foreign affairs 
than his own Ministers, was a 
younger son of the th Lord 
North, and was himself made 
Baron Guilford. His grandson, 
Francis, was created an Earl and 
Also inherited the Barony of 
North and his great-«randson, 
Known as Lord North by his 
courtesy title, was the Prime 
Minister who ‘came too late to 
bring conciliation into Tory 
counsels over the difficulty with 
the American colonists. 
Of George III it could not be 
id, unhappily, what. North's 
eestor had said of his sover- 
eign. George III's obstinacy 
was the main factor in prevent- 
ing Lord North, on assumption 
of the Prime Ministership, from 
repealing the tea-duty.

‘The founder of the 
North family ‘a London 
lawyer of the 15th century who 
became Clerk of Parliaments in 
the reign of Henry VIII and was 
created a Baron by Mary I. His 
second son Thomas was the 
Elizabethan translator of Plu- 
tarch’s lives and, incidentally, 
fought asa Captain in the 
Armada,

grandfather, the Prime Minister 
of George Ii (her grandmother 
died the year she was born) 
whose administration, including 
his opponent Charles James Fox, 
after the peace with America, 
was the first and most famous 
coalition in Parliamentry history.

It 
was governed in the Middle Ages 
by a powerful merchant guild, 
its prominence being due to its 
position as a junction of trade 
routes. In the 17th Century 
twenty-five families from Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex, under the 
leadership of Henry Whitfield 
established an English colony, 
at the American-Indian town of 
‘Menuneatuck.

The name chosen in substitu- 
tion for the indigenous mame was 
that of Guilford—perhaps Sur- 
rey men were predominant. They 
lwere not prophetically honour- 
ing the name of the Prime Min- 
ister who was to be the 
unwitting creator of the United 
States of America a century 
later, but they were thinking of 
their ancient borough in the 
Homeland. So the question 
arises: how did that “d” come 
to be dropped? It plainly exist- 
ed in Saxon times and it remains 
to-day in the Surrey town. Yet 
the Earldom, created in 1683 and 
the American township created 
in 1639 were both spelt Guil- 
ford. And Shanghai may be 
interested in the fact that, in 
the Kent section of these Whit- 
field pioneers, was a Fessenden 
from Canterbury. There are 
still Fessendens in Canterbury 
but there are also Fessendens 
in Ameriea—amd Shanghai.
